Thc high 
est prices in any particular store must not be higher than 
thc highest prices in force in that store during the period 
September 15 to October 11. They may be a little lower 
or a little higher than thc prices in other stores. 

The prices you will mark down will be thc highest 
prices charged at thc store where you shop.

1. The ceiling price is nor necessarily the price you 
paid. It is the highest price at which the store sold thc 
particular item between September 15 and October 11. 

2. A merchant may reduce his pricer, lor sales or other 
reasons he may also raise them provided they do rot go 
above thc ceiling price. 

V Variations in seasonal prices on fresh Iruits and 
vegetables are permitted Ridings on seasonal markets will 
lie announced from time to time by thc Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board in newspapers and over rhe radio.

One of the most 
important problems it lias 
sought to solve is that of imports 
After a thorough analysis of 
the situation it announced a sv 
•stem of subsidy payment by the 
Government in case of certain 
cost rise o n imported goods. The 
purpose is to maintain the price 
ceilinr police in respect to im¬ 
ported as well as domestic goods. 

This means that the Govern¬ 
ment—in the last analysis the 
public—takes its share of the 
“squeeze” where imported ma¬ 
terials or goods figure in a tran¬ 
saction at a fixed retail price. 

CERTAIN EXEMPTIONS 

There will be exemptions 
from this subsidy and the Board 
reserves the right to exclude 
any goods. Looked at generally, 
it will have the effect of easing 
the situation in many branches 
of the clothing and textile in¬ 
dustries, for example, ami ;n 
other essential manufactures 
dependent in whole or in pari on 
imports. 

Another important order ex¬ 
empted farmers from licenses 
when they buy feeder cattle, 
lambs or weanling pigs for fatt 
ening or finishing. Only when 
they buy such stock for quick 
turnover must they have licens¬ 
es as dealers. 

Thus the Board is meeting 
conditions as they arise and 
seeking to remove inequalities 
or bottlenecks in the flow of 
uemmodities as a result of price 
fixing. It is evident that there 
is a strong desire to interfere as 
little as possible with trade 
practices and channels. The 
only aim is to maintain the 
ceiling established. There will 
be no tampering with that.
